Kin 
Henry the firſt on requeſted to make them 
eletive,retuſed it:but King Jobn by his Char- 
ter bearing date Quinto Jul, Hino decimo ſeptimo, 
granted that the Biſhopricks 'ſhould beeli- 
gible. So thart at firſt all Biſhopricks were 
not-onely of the King's foundation and dona- 
tion, but perſons to them arecligible from 
no other cauſe but the King's Charter. Since

therefore by God's Precept Kings ought to be 
 nurſingFathers to Chriſt's Church,and ſince all 
Biſhopricks are of the King's foundation,and 
ſince the perſons of all the King's Subjects are 
in his dominion and power, or otherwiſe 
every ſoul ſhould not be ſubje&t ro Higher 
Powers ; it will certainly follow , Biſhops 
rightfully inv cſted and.inftalled in their Bi- 
ſhopricks fromthe King, may regularly exer: 
_cile any Epiſcopal A& incheir Dioceſe, and 
none but, ſuch, without apparent diſobedi- 
ence and contenipt of the-Laws/ of the King, 
to. which chey ought to beſubject.

"Things which pertain to the Church are 
two-fold : either as they are in themſelves 
purely and ſimply ſpiritual in their Eſ- 
lence; or as they accidentally have reference 
ro the Church, and in themſelves are not 
purely and ſimply ſpiritual: for example, 
Blaſphemy, Apoſtahte from Chriſtianity, He- 
refie, Schiſme, Holy Orders, Admilſsions 
of Clerks, "Celebration of Divine Service, 
Rights of Marrimony , Divorces, generall

CONCLUSION. 

| Whether our Biſhops be legal or not, con- 
duces not to the Queſtion, whether hey be 
rightfully ordained; for the Order of Biſhops 
being a Divine Inſticution, cannot ſuſcipere 
majus aut minus, 2 Biſhop rightly ordain- 
ed is as much a Biſhop, although all tem- 
poral powers did contradict it, as if they - 
allowed it. It is loſs of time, therefore, 

fore, to examine and croſs-examine all the 
Statutes alledged by Eraſtus, whether they al- 
low, or not allow, the Order of our Biſhops. 
And now, let any man judge, whether Eras 
ſtas Sentor has any great reaſon to boaſt, in 
that his own Reaſons. have concluded the 
Pope and. Biſhop of Rome to be neither. Bi- 
{hops Ordine "nor Fad: Neither has he 
clearly alledged one right Reaſon againft the 
Order or Juriſdiction of the Biſhops in the. 
Church of England; but onely loſt \ much 
time in endeavouring to prove them no Le- 
gal Biſhops, which to the eſſence of the Or-- 
der ofa Biſhop is no wayes material. |
